PORK |S 
ALWAYS POPULAR 


Checking statistics we soon realize 
that Canadians are very fond of pork 
for we find that the yearly consumpt- 
jon is well over 50 pounds per per- 
son. It is therefore good news to the 
homemaker to hear that pork is now 
plentiful and that prices are a little 
lower than they were last summer, 
Many a budget-conscious meat shop- 
per will take advantage of the situa: 
tion and much to the delight of her 
family will serve fresh pork more 
eften than usual. 

Pork is not’ sold by grade on the 
retail market. Because of this it is 
important to know the characteristics 
of good quality pork. The lean meat 
is firm, fine grained, and light grey- 
ish-pink in colour; the outer fat cov- 
ering firm and white; the bones por- 
ous and slightly pink in colour. 

Like other fresh meats pork should 
be taken out of its wrapping and 
wiped with a clean damp cloth, then 
it should be wrapped loosely in wax- 
ed paper and stored in the coldest 
part of the refrigerator. 


Eyeryone probably knows how im-) tangy 


portant it is to cook pork thoroughly 
Dut it cannot be repeated too often. 
‘The secret to pork “a la gourmet” is 
moderately low heat, for example 
roasting in a 325 degs. F. oven, and 
Jong enough cooking to assure that 
the meat is well done in the center 
with no tinge of pink remaining. Dur- 
ang the long slow cooking the rich 
pork flavour is fully developed and 
the outside surface has a good chance 
to become that attractive golden 
brown... 

Pork can be served in many ways 
and fits well into both everyday and 
holiday meals. Moreover it is de- 
licious hot or cold. The Consumer 
Section, Canada Department of Agri- 
culture assures us that pork tender- 
Join, shoulder, and chops cooked ac- 
cording to the following recipes will 
be much enjoyed and appreciated 
oth for flavour and appearance. 


Tenderloin Rolls 

14 pounds pork tenderloin 

Prepared mustard 

2 cups well-seasoned bread 
stuffing 

4 slices side bacon 

1 cup thin cream 

2 teaspoons lemon juice 

Few grains salt, pepper and 
paprika : 

Cut tenderloin into 3-inch pieces. 
“French” (flatten) into 3-inch thick 
Spread slices with prepared 
mustard. Spread with bread stuffing. 
Roll and skewer. Cover each roll with 
a half slice of side bacon. Add lemon 
juice, salt, pepper and paprika to 
cream. Pour over rolls in shallow 
baking dish, Bake in moderately slow 
even (325 degs. F.) for about 1 hour 
or until tender, Makes 8 rolls. 

NOTE — If desired the rolls may 
be baked in diluted cream of celery 
soup (1 can soup, 4 cup milk, 4 bay

Skew- 
er or tie chops and stuffing together 
as a roast. Bake in center of a mod- 
erately slow oven (325 degs. F.) 14 
to 2 hours. Six servings. 

No matter when or how pork is 
served, apples in one form or another 
make a perfect accompaniment. These 
apple halves are especially 
good with hot roast pork or chops.

Apple Halves 

8 medium-sized tart apples 
2 tablespoons brown sugar 
2 tablespoons molasses 

4 cup tomato catsup 

Few grains salt 

Wash apples, do not peel. Cut in 
half crosswise and scoop out core to 
form hollow. Place halves, cut side 
up, in a shallow baking pan. Blend 
together sugar, molasses, catsup and 
salt. Spoon mixture over apples. 
Bake in a moderate oven (350 degs. 
F.) until tender, about 35 minutes. 
Six servings. 

NOTE — An additional 2 table- 
spoons of brown sugar may be substi- 
tuted for the molasses.

INDIAN SUMMER 
HOLDS WATERFOWL 
ON THE PRAIRIES 

A report from Angus Gavin, 
al Manager of DUCKS UNLIMITED, 
states that warm sunny weather and 
a good supply of food are holding 


Gener- 


waterfowl on the prairies. Some 
southward movement of blue-winged 
teal and pintail has been in evidence. 
This, however, is normal for these 
two species as they migrate by the 
calendar rather than the weather. In 
the tar north some freezing tempera- 
tures have been reported bringing an 
influx of geese and other waterfowl 
down to the central and southern 
prairies. Southern Alberta is said to 
hold the heayiest population of birds 
seen there in some years. The same 
situation applies to east-central Sask- 


atchewan. Outlook for a good fall 
migration, says Gavin, is very en- 
couraging. He cautions that weather 


conditions will dictate time and pat- 
tern of southward movement. 

Here, in the south-central part of 
Ontario the duck reports to reach this 
particular hunter have not been 
overly encouraging. An occasional 
hunter appears to have had good 
shooting, but the majority find ducks 
scarce and feel that recent high temp- 
erature is the determining factor. 
It would appear that a drop in temp- 
erature is necessary before any heavy 
concentration of local ducks takes 
place. Then the birds are likely to 
whistle by in a hurry so hunters had 
better make every shot’ count, 
Chances are we won't have too many 
opportunities this fall. 

While on the subject of ducks I'd 
like to mention an interesting project 
of four hunter friends of mine. Doug 
‘Carswell, Jack Connor, Don Hughes 
and Don Graham, all of Campbell- 
ford, have leased a considerable port- 
ion of marsh on Bradley Bay in order 
to preserve the area for local hunt- 
ers. To defray the expenses involved 
the boys have been selling a limited 
number of permits at $5.00 per per- 
son, to hunt in the area. This guaran- 
tees the permit holder shooting priy- 
ileges for the 1963 duck season. The 
only requirements other than the 
$5.00 is that the permit holders be

Overfinish was the most important 
single factor for carcasses failing to 
earn the premium, the survey shows. 
‘Of those graded “B”, but in the “A” 
grade weight range, 86.2 per cent 
were too fat, while 7.2 per cent failed 

ito make the premium grade because 
of poor type — heavy shoulders, light 
hams, short sides and other defects. 

Of the “B” grade hogs, 9.6 per cent 
were in the 125-184 pound weight 
range and too light for the top grade, 
Another 12.9 per cent. weighed be- 
‘ttween 171 and 180 pounds and were 
too heavy. 

Farmers in Saskatchewan market- 
ed the largest percentage — 15.6 per 


cent — of lightweight hogs, while 


Ontario was lowest with 7.6 per cent.

Twenty-two Members had the op- 
portunity to observe two other areas 
where the genius of science is rolling 
back new frontiers. Members of the 
Federal Government must understand 
problems pertaining to all areas of 
this great country. 

Some years ago while prospecting 
for oil and gas resources in Saskatch- 
ewan, it was discovered that underly- 
ing very large areas of this province 
were tremendous deposits of potash. 
A predominantly rural area such as 
my constituency will readily under- | 
stand the importance of this fertilizer 
ingredient, not only nationally but 
also internationally. 

Some of this mineral is mined in 
the conventional way through a shaft. 
Two years ago in one of my radio 
addresses, I described the terrific 
hazards and cost of this type of op- 
eration where the cost of sinking the 
shaft was $40,000,000. 

Our visit to Saskatchewan, Moose 
Jaw, Lake Centre constituency on the 
week-end was to observe at first hand 
the second method of mining this 
very important mineral. 

Solution mining of potash ores is 
an important first for Canada’s min- 
ing industry and a valuable addition 
to its mining know-how. 

Much of the potassium mineral in 
Saskatchewan is located too deep to 
be mined in the conventional way 
through a shaft. Solution mining is 
able to recover this essential mineral 
from the deep deposits in the Prov- 
ince and makes it possible to estab- 
lish a potash industry in areas where 
only a few short years ago it was im- 
possible. 

The technicalities of this process 
are too complicated for other than 
engineers to understand. However, 
the maze of equipment for conveying, 
storing and refining this product have 
a construction cost of approximately 
$45,000,000. 

The expected output of this mine 
will fill 100 railway cars each day. 
The estimated revenue for the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway servicing only 
one of the four potash developments 
in the province will be somewhere in 
the neighbourhood of $10,000,000 per 
year. 

We who live in the Moira and 
Otonabee Conservation Areas are not 
unfamiliar with conservation measur- 
es. We are very grateful that so 
many dedicated Canadians had the 
foresight to promote measures for the 
conservation of our forests, our soil 
and our waters in the past. 

The second highlight of our trip 
West was to visit the site of the 
South Saskatchewan Dam. Once 
again I was appalled at the thorough 
attention to detail of our modern en- 
gineers. Their ability to estimate 
costs and to project in detail the 
many benefits which make a devyelop- 
ment of this magnitude possible. 

This great river which was a trade

Crop Rotation 
Can Change 


on clay soil at the Experimental Farm 
reports agronomist E. D. Spratt. 

Fifty-two years ago 60 acres of 
clay soil were set aside to carry out 
two diverse types of cropping 
systems, he said. One had two years 
of wheat after summerfallow; ‘the 
other was a 9-year rotation containing 
grass-alfalfa, wheat, oats, corn and 
summerfallow, with manure applied 
once every nine years. te: 

The nine-year rotation maintained 
the organic content of the soil at 9.3 


‘|per cent while the straight wheat ro- 


tation reduced the organic matter to 
8.1 per cent, amounting to a differ- 
ence in humus content of about 12 
tons per acre. 

Mr. Spratt was interested in dis- 
covering how this difference would’ 
affect the use of fertilizer. Organic 
matter is the principal source of 
nitrogen and supplies much of the 
phosphorus needed by crops; it is 
also responsible for good physical 
structure or tilth. 


Accordingly trials were carried out 
on uniform sites within the rotations 
for two years, various fertilizers 
being used. Results showed that 
wheat grown without fertilizer yield- 
ed about six bushels per acre more on 
the land richer in humus. This yield 
was equalled by summer-fallow wheat 
grown on the land poorer in humus 
after ammonium nitrate-ammonium 
phosphate (23-23-0) had been added.

NEW REGULATIONS 
COVERING ICE 
FISHING HUTS 


Ontario Regulation 164/63 made 
under the Game and Fish Act 1961-69 
reads as follows: 

1. No person shall oecupy a hut 
on the ice of any water for the pur- 
Dose of fishing unless it bears on the 
outside the name and address of the 
Owner, 

2. No person shall leave any hut 
used for fishing on the ice of Lake 
Temagami in the Territorial District 
of Wipissing or of any water south of 
and including the French and Mat- 
tawa Rivers and Lake Nipissing after 
the 31st day of March in any year, 

The above legislation is Specificanly 
designed to enable enforcement of- 
ficers to identify the owners and oc- 
cupants of fish huts. 

This is the first step in a move on 
the part of the Department to have 
the ice surface of district lakes kept 
clean, and to have all ice huts off: the 
ice before-the spring breakup.

Glass Helps High 
Blood Pressure 
Research 


. Many thousands of years ago, in the 

course of evolution, cells in man’s 
forebears lived in a marine environ- 
ment. Our history is reflected in our 
cells; They still have mechanisms, 
developed of necessity in that envir- 
onment, for keeping salt outside 
themselves. : 

This ancient cell function has been 
known for some time to haye some 
connection with high blood pressure. 
Just what the connection is, is not 
known. But recently, a husband and 
wife team at the University of British 
Columbia have been throwing new 
light on the process. 

Dr, Sidney Friedman, an M.D. who 
is head of the department of anatomy, 
and his wife, Dr. Constance Fried- 
man, who holds a PhD in anatomy, for 
10 years have been studying effects 
of hormones (chemical messengers in 
the blood) on blood pressure. 

From their studies, they got the 
idea that disturbances in blood pres- 
Sure might be the result of abnormali- 
ties in a way a body handles salt. 

For, while investigating hormones 
that raised or lowered blood pressure 
(adrenalin and histamine), they 
noticed that as blood pressure in 
animals went up or down, scdium (a 
salt) moved into or out of body cells. 

Since these changes occurred simul-
